UNCLASSIFIED CIRCULAR ATRGRAM, Control 1948 
December 18, 1952, 7:40 p.m, SENT TO: Certain American Diplomatic and Consular 
Officers TOTED 


Reference is made to Circular Telegram number 611, dated November 28, 1952, 
which requested the missions to furnish TCA/W the obligation mmmbers relative to 
each activity authorization pertaining to the missions issued by TCA/W to 
cooperating agencies, 


From the few replies received it is apparent that the procedure intended 
for processing and recording such authorizations is not fully understood by the 
missions, It is recognized that lack of sufficient instructions to the field is 
the cause for this condition, There is, therefore, outlined below the system to 
be followed and corrective action to be taken regarding this operation. 


(1) Activity authorizations to cooperating agencies will be prepared by TCA/W 

only upon the request from the missions that services be obtained from the technical 
agencies, The mission request mst indicate the pertinent appropriation and 
allotment symbole, the obligation number and initial estimated amount established 
as obligations on the books of the mission to cover the first month's cost of 

the requested services, It is essential that an obligation be recorded and the 
obligation number be furnished to TCA/MC in order that such information be on 

hand prior to the audit and payment of reimbursement vouchers received from the 
cooperating agencies, Any adjustments necessary to the original estimate will 

be made by the mission upon receipt of approved copy of the activity authorization, 
the status of recruitment thereunder, and upon the receipt of payment information 
for liquidation purposes. 


(2) At the beginning of each subsequent month the mission should obligate 
additional funds under the previously established obligation numbers to adequately 
cover the cost estimated to be incurred under the respective activity authorizations 
during that month, No notification need be furnished TCA/MC of other than the 
initial obligation for each activity authorization as it will be assumed that’ the 
mission will fulfill their responsibilities in recording the necessary monthly 
obligations, 


(3) On the basis of the above, reimbursement vouchers will be audited and paid 
in Washington, The costs thereof will be broken down by country, object, class, 
and activity authorization, and distributed to the respective Missions, In the 
future TCA/W will no longer furnisha monthly advice of obligations, nor will any 
obligations be incurred in Washington for activity authorizations which should be 
obligated in the field, 


4) Missions should make the necessary adjustments to their records to conform to 
(1) and (2) above for all activity authorizations already processed pertaining to 
their allotments. Advise TCA/MC of the respective obligation numbers, af such 
action has not been taken, 


Interim accounting instructions, to be released to the field shortly, will 
set forth in detail the obligating procedures to be used by the missions in the 
conduct of TCA operation,

Dr, Stratton: 


Re: TCA Budget 


1, Since June of 1952, TCA has not been provided with the monthly 
REPORT OF OBLIGATIONS AND EXPENDITURES, I understand that Mr, Sinclair has 
obtained the report of expenditures since June up to the present time as of 
December 6, I would suggest that a memo from you to Mr. McCullors requesting 
that such information be provided in detail monthly would be appreciated, 


2. I learned today that TCA Administrative Support personnel are 
paid for by Department funds allocated to the Embassy and are not taken 
from our budget. The reason we mst justify to Mr, Smith our needs and 
our lacks is to assure that he does not request an undue number of personnel 
to assist TCA, I believe now there are three American citizens filling 
TCA Administrative Support positions ~ Joe Alarid, Hector Arlotta, and 
Mr, McCullors, This would leave one clerk-steno position, I believe that 
TCA Administrative Support refers only to American personnel, and that any 
local person who might be hired as Administrative Support comes under another 
category, Perhaps we have Administrative Support wherein 3 or 4 positions 
are allocated for hiring of local persons. 


According to your request of sometime ago, I have prepared a 
memorandum commenting upon the poor administrative support from time to time, 
But this memo ~ which Ed Betzig is now looking over and will discuss with me 
tomorrow morning - also makes suggesticns, also points up the fact we recognize 
that the Embassy has been operating under full staff, and that some of the 
Support given has been most helpful. Even though you would assume the 
necessary sugeestions would come from Mr, Smith, he could not go ahead on his 
own and hire additional suppirt people without the approval of the Country 
Director. In this instance, therefore, I feel that a report and suggestions 
and discussion will be helpful in assuring that all parties understand and 
work together, 


2. Mr, McCullors understanding of "Administrative Support" as far as 
the budget goes is merely that his office receives the information that such- 
and-such amount of dollars are allocated TCA, He charges all expenditures to 
TCA funds and does not make any breakdown, He does not make the breakdown 
because (1) "Support" does not imply that his office keep detailed records, 








this is to be responsibility of TCA; he merely acts as a disbursing officer, 
and (2) he has received no information, other than what we provided hin 
recently concerning action agencies, as to the numbers of our projects; the 
amourt of funds allocated for each, the procedure Washington wishes us to 
follow, and so on, You can see that this is meant to be the work of one 
man, and Mr, McCullors could not keep books for TCA as wedl as for the 
Embassy, Therefore, I believe the cable urging expedite Bode be sent as 
Soon as possible, and that Mr, MeCullors be informed that such is being 
done, I may contime sounding like the voice of doom, but I believe the 
Administrative man and the Budget man are most urgently needed. 


We could provide Mr.McCullors with information we have received in 
the past, but this would mean little to him, Mr,McCullors is quite willing 
to do what he can, but he does require more information and more assistance, 
We do need the Budget man soonest,

"Re your 561 concerning the procuring of basic general supplies 
peculiar to the needs of individual technicians, we concur in the sugges- 
tions you have outlined, We outlined in Airgram 1 that we felt it 
advisable to begin procurement of the basic supplies needed by a technician 
to begin his work in the field, We have not contemplated procurement of 
automobilies or other machinery of that nature or expense. In most cases 
in the period of orientation and clearance we do not have extensive contact 
with the technician until a few weeks before he leaves. In the future we 
will acdept the requests of the technicians and forward them for clearance. 
Attached is a copy of the materials requested by Amos. 


"Twenty-four (2h) typewriter ribbons were sent by Central Services by 
air marked TCA December 19, ‘They have also confirmed that 1h) ribbons were 
shipped to Jidda by air per the order covered by Obligation No. 6. 


"Re radio equipment. If the arrangement for this equipment is completed 
it will be assigned to the Country Director on an OM from the Naval Attache 
in Cairo. The assignment for its use will be up to the Country Director, 
although the arrangements for this equipment will be undertaken primarily 
for the Natural Resources group."
